As the extraordi- 
narily bright, mild weather has con- 
tinued to ary out the sodden fields, the 
two great armies have become more 
alert. The inertia of the days when the 


western theater was held in the grip of 
-snow -and impassable mud has disap- 
peared, and. the’ céntending forces are 
poised, watching each other, like duel- 
lists, for the first moveswhich will mean 
that the most sangu period of the 
war has begun. he 

Something seems bound to happen be- 
fore*another month has passed, if the 
present weather holds. Indeed, even 
now the ground in some — sections is 
quite fit for fighting. 

The enemy, continues to make intense 
preparations for what has been adver- 
tised- as the “great offensive.”

In explanation of the measure, Mr. 
Howard tonight issued the press the 
following statement: 

“Under the existing law men are vol- 
untarily called upon to make income 
tax returns. If the 
patriotic he makes them, if he is dis- 
honest and unpatriotic enough to hide; 
his wealth he does not make the re- 
turn. My bill simply requires all sin- 
gle persons whose inceme tax is over 
$1,000 per annum and all marriéd per- 
sons whose income is over $2,000 per 
annum to register their names with the 
clerk of the superior court of the coun- 
ty in which they reside, as subject to 
the income tax."

Amsterdam, February 11,— Russia 
has declared the state of war to be at 
an end and has ordered the demobiliza- 
tion- of Russian forces on all fronts. 
according to a dispatch received here 
today from Brest-Litovsk, dated Sun- 
day. 

The dispatch follows: 

“The president of the Russian dele- 
gation at today’s (Sunday's) sitting. 
stated that while Russia was desisting 
from signing a formal peace treaty it 
declared the state of war to be ended 
with Germany, Austria-Hungary, Tur- 
key and Bulgaria, simultaneously giv- 
ing orders for complete. demobilization 
of Russian forces on all fronts.” 

Leon Trotzky, the Bolsheviki foreign 


minister, alluding later to the further 
discussions that will arise from the 
situation, created between the central! 
powers and Russia for the establish- 
ment of reciprocal diplomatic, consular 
and legal economic relations, indicated 
a method of direct intercourse be- 
tween the governments concerned, as 
well as employment of the commissions 
of the quadruple alliance which al- 
ready are at Petrograd.

Judge Landis overruled every ob-

Appeal to Be Taken. 

Counsel for Veeder were prepared 
for an unfavorable decision and by a 
series of formal motions perfected “fhe 
record in the case so that an immedi- 
ate appeal could be taken to the fed- 
eral court of appeals. Upon the ap- 
plication for a writ of error to the 
upper court Judge Landis entered a 
temporary order staying execution of 
the search warrant antil 11 o’clock 
tomorrow morning. 

District Attorney Charles F. Clyne 
vigorously opposed the granting of 
the temporary. stay order and declared 
that the government would demand an 
immediate hearing on the appeal. 

“The felonies complained of in the 
affidavit on which the search warrant 
was issued have been committed con- 
tinuously since 1905 and are being 
carried on this very hour in defiance 
of law, according to our information 
and belief,’* said Mr. Clyne. “Delay 
will seriously embarrass the govern- 
ment in fits investigation of these 
charges.” 

The moment Judge Landis had signed 
the temporary stay order counsel for 
Veeder went before Judge Francis E. 
Baker in the federal circuit court of’ 
appeals with a petition for # writ of 
error and a stay. Judge Bakfr received 
the petition and said he would consider 
at 10 o’clogk tomorrow fhorning. 

In the méantime the Veeder vault is 
being guarded by deputy United States 
marshals and the further search for 
evidence is indefinitely held up pending 
a ruling by the upper court. 

Summary of Decision. 

Judge Landis, in his decision, held 
that the affidavit alleging that the pa- 
pers sought had been used for the com- 
mission of felonies was sufficient in- 
formation to justify the issuance of the 
séarch warrant and that the papers 
sought by the government had been 
adequately described in the writ to 
meet the requirément of the law. 

In emphasizing other points in his 
decision Judge Landis said 

“The supreme court has decided*that 
the government may seized counterfeit 
molds even when they are found in the 
home of the maker and when they are 
to be used him in the prosecution of the 
case. This is on ‘the theory that the 
molds are outlaw property. These pa- 
pers which are alleged to have been 
used in the commission of a felony are 
outiaw property in the same sense. 
“This section of the federal es- 
pionage law which was passed to 
aid this country in its war with Ger- 
many its not unconstitutional if it is 
+ borne in mind that it aims at guilty 
+property and not innocent property. It 
is io more a violation of the constitu- 
tion to force thé seizure of papers and 
beoks used in the*commission of a 
fejony than to force the seizure of 
counterfeit molds. 

‘The point is urged that Veeder can- 
not be compelled by this process to give 
evidence against himself. There-is no 
averment by him that these papers 
would tend to incriminate him and 
therefore that question is not in this 
case now. 


No Immunity for Lawyers. 


“Tt is also urged that the writ vio- 
lates the law of the land which for- 
bids the-Nsclosure by a lawyer of com- 
munications to him in his professional 
capacity by\a client. Even though! 
Veeder is a Nawyer if the fact that 
these documents were used in the com- 
mission of felonies his professional oc- 
eupation would not entitle the offend- 
ing corporations to have him hold them 
from this warrant. His position would 
be the same as that of the corporation 
which he represents.”

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GERMAN ULTIMATUM 
SENT TO RUMANIA. 


London, February 11.—No details in 
fregward to the German ultimatum to Ru- 
mania have been received here, al- 
though the Rumanian quarter in Lon- 
don continues in communication with 
Jassy, where the Rumanian royal fam- 
ily still is. .The ultimatum is believed 
to have contained a veiled threat of an 
offensive. 

News also is lacking concerning de- 
velopments in the situation since the 
expiration Saturday of the ultimatum. 
The resignation of the Rumanian cabi- 
net was due to a difference of opinion 
between the conservative and liberal 
branches. The king decided upon the 
formation of a non-partisan govern- 
ment under the leadership of General 
Avresco, former minister of' war and 
lately commander of the Rumanian 
forces in Dobrudja. 


BLOODIEST PERIOD 
COMING IN FRANCE

Sketch of Abdul Hamid. 

Abdul Hamid was for thirty-three 
years sultan of the Ottoman empire, 
sprawling upon the three continents of 
Europe, Asia and Africa, and at the 
Same time was commander of the 
faithful army of Moslems. He was 
paid homage by nearly a hundred mil- 
lion ,subjects. Shorn of power, he died 
a prisoggr, pitied, if not despised. 

He lived in constant dread of death. 
He had often escaped it only’ by good 


luck or unusual precautions against 
plots. Yet, in his later years he had 
sought death by his. own hands, so 
melancholy had his existence become. 
He gained ascendehcy under circum- 
stances nearly as tragic as those which 
ended his caréer. Korn September 232, 
1848, the second son of Sultan Abdul 
Medjid, he*became sovereign when his 
elder brother, Murad V., was deposed 
ause of mental incapacity in 1876. 
It was a time when Turkey was in a 
state of extreme Gepression, almost 
succumbing to the tremendous blows 
of Russia, Out of this slough the new 
sultan saved the remnants of Turkish 
prestige. Many critics give him credit 
for a successful regime. Others  de- 
nounced it as¢infamous, Whatever the 
true estimate, if is a fact that the 
Turkish empire: increased its power. 
Schools were reformed, the army built 
up, commerce extended and Pan-Islam- 
ism created nnd Abdul Hamid. 
Stubbornly:-thafggh he had fought 
outside forces. t® preyent disintegra- 
tion of his empire, his fall came within 
the empire itself by the rise of the 
Young Turks; a party bent upon con- 
stitutional gwoyernment. Abdul Hamid 
granted a c@nstitution, but.failed to 
carry out the liberal ideas of the new 
generation. In the revolution of 1905 
he was driven from the imperial palace 
on the shores ef the Bosphorus, made 
a prisoner, and confined in the Villa 
Latini, @ former residence of a Greek 
merchant,. in Saloniki, the city where 
the Young Turk movemen had its 
birth. 4 
During his autocratic regime, Abdul 
Hamid was before all else sultan and 
caliph. In audience before him Turkish 
subjects, even at command to take a 
seat, only ventured to tilt themselves 
on the edge of a chair and bow 
homage, repeating the formula, “Mas- 
ter, thy word {4 law.” One of the nu- 
merous anecdotes of Abdul Hamid’s 
autocracy concerns a parrot, which 
ch@nced one day to perch himself upon 
a window ledge and call “Djafer-—— 
Djafer.” One of the eunuchs answer- 
ing to that name hurried to obey the 
summons, thinking it was his master 
who called. ifs so enraged the sul- 
tan, it is related, that he wrung the 
parrot’s neck, and angrily exclaimed: 
“In this palace there must be but one 
voice to command.” _ 
Some years ago Abaul Hamid began 
writing what was generally supposed 
to be his memoirs, and part of his al- 
leged production was published, but 
after a time hie restlessness got the 
better of him and he tore up his man- 
uscripts. In March, 1911, it was said 
he tried to escape from his fortress, 
and, upon frustration of the plot, he 
sought to kill ,himself. He broke a 
tumbler and with the jagged elass 
triedeto open a vein. One of his at- 
tendants seized him before he had done 
himself injury. He thereupon brought 
down Allah's curse upon the oung 
Turks, and wildly. declared that “this 
empire will soon disappear from the 
earth, and be engulfed by the sea.” 
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Russia Out for Year. 

Russia steps formally out of the war 
by act of the Bolshevik government, 
which seized the reins of power in 
Petrograd last November and almost im- 
mediately opened peace negotiations 
with the central empires. The authority 
of this government seems virtually un- 
questioned at present in northern Rus- 
sia and-the-Teutonic powers have al- 
ready assured the cessation of even 
normal hostilities along virtually all 
the remainder of the original long 
line in the east by signing a peace 
with the Ukraine and isolating Ru- 
mania, 

Although cutting little figure in the 
war for nearly a year past, Russia's 
great, indeed vital part in the conflict 
comes forcibly to mind as the circum- | 
stances leading up to her exit are re- } 
viewed. 

Becoming a belligerent on August 1, 
1914, through Germany’s declaration of 
War upon her, her troops were soon 
sweeping through East Prussia, creat- 
ing a diversion which hampered the 
Germans in their first dash through 
Belgium and upon Paris. Though dis- 
astrously defeated by Hindenburg at 
Tannenberg she rallied quickly and by 
winter was hammering again at the 
German borders and her great armies 
overrunning Austrian territory in Ga- 
licia were at the crests of the Carpa- 
‘thians and threatening an invasion of 
Hungary. 

It took the bulk of the Austrian 
armies and a large proportion of Ger- 
many’s eritire year’s campaigning in 
1915 to break Russia’s hold on Galicia, 
drive her out of Poland and the lower 
Baltic territory and force her armies 
to the line at Brest-Litovsk. But not 
yet discouraged she fought through 
1916, creating havoc among the Aus- 
trian armies in Volhynia and Galicia, 
and in Asia Minor, driving the Turks 
out of virtually all Turkish Armenia. 

The opening of last year found Rus- 
sia, under the old bureaucratic regime. 
Her oppressed, war-worn people were 
ripe for the revolution, and in March, 
1917, came the crash, the deposition of 
Emperor Nichols, and the formation of 
the first provisional government. Under 
Kgrensky, as minister of war, her 
armies,in July, 1917, began an offensive 
in Volhynia and Galicia, which was in 
the full tide of success when disaffec- 
tign among her troops broke out and 
stopped the effort.

Washington, February 11,—That the gov- 
ernment intends to regulate the price and 
distribution of eggs and poultry, fresh and 
stored, there is no longer any doubt. Plans 
are now being worked out by several ex- 
perts, who are serving the food administra- 
tion, and the result, as finally agreed upon, 
will be announced by Mr. Hoover in the next 
few days. 

Chief among the reforms desired by the 
food administration are the elimination of 
unnecessary handling and the abolition of 
speculation, both of which will have a di- 
rect effect upon prices. A sharp differen- 
tiation will probably made between the 
distribution of fresh and for cold-storage 
eggs. The cold storage product represents 
what may be considered as practically a non- 
perishable product and the food administra- 
tion wishes its sale to be governed along 
the same general lines followed in the sale of 
other non-perishables—price to be based 
upon purchase price, without consideration 
of replacement value. Each sale should be 
regarded aS a separate transaction, to be 
governed by a regulation prohibiting more 
than a norma! profit on the individual trans- 
action. Fresh eggs and poultry. are regara- 
ed as belonging in an entirely different cat- 
egory. and the profits may be gauged on the 
seasonal business, rather than on separate 


transactions.

In another memorable address to COn- 
gress President Wilson puts the world on 
notice again that, so far as the United States 
is concerned, it is not, and never will be, pre 
pared to consider peace upon the terms so 
far announced by Germaby.

Evidences are gathering that the masses 
of the people of the central powers are ready 
to revolt against the insolence and arro- 
gance of the Potsdam war clique, which 
would entail untold suffering upon all the 
world and needlessly sacrifice millions more 
of lives to carry out its plan of autocratic 
domination not only of its own people, but 
of those of all other countries. 

Already the light is breaking through 
the barriers erected by the German junkefs

powers the thoughts that are moving the 
balance of the world to a democratic peace 
that would bless ali mankind. 

The masses of the central powers have 
already been on the brink of revolution. The 
governments of both Austria and Germany 
would have been upturned long before this 
had it not been for the fact that the great 
armies which have been trained for use 
against the world have been turned to the 
subjection of their own people. 

Revolutions of this kind may be put down 
temporarily, but unless the cause is removed 
they will occur again and again, and after 
a while the voice of the people wil! assert 
itself even against the war machine. 

It is to the end that the people of the 
central powers may know the willingness of 
the United States and its allies to treat for 
peace upon reasonable terms that the presi- 
dent made his remarkable statement to con- 

’ gress yesterday, and as clear as is his pres- 
entation of the readiness of the entente 
powers to consider peace negotiations on a 
basis that will make the world safe for de- 
mocracy, he puts Germany upon positive and 
final notice that until it is prepared to mod- 
ify its terms its talk of peace is futile. 

The president’s address will, in all prob- 
ability, call for a reply from Germany that 
may bring the world a step nearer peace, 
and if the sentiment of the German masses 
now in awe of the iron hand of despotism 
could be reached its expression would un- 
doubtedly go a long way toward modifying 

- tbe arrogance that has heretofore been char- 
acteristic of the declaration of the German 
premier in all references to peace. 

When the Potsdam gang reaches the 
point that ft no longer dares defy the masses 
of the people of Germany and Austria, peace 
will be on the way. 

, That point is not yet in sight. Perhaps 
= the president’s address will bring it nearer.

For the Non-Producer 


Editor Constitution: I desire to suggest 
through your valuable paper that we have a 
work day for the non-producer until peace 
is declared. 

If lawyers, merchants, barbers and others 
of similar vocations were required to shut 
up shop one day in each week, the country 
would not materially suffer thereby. This 
class was the least injured by the Monday 
closing order. On the other hand, if this 
army of non-producers were enjoined to de- 
vote one day in each week to raising food 
products in the home garden, or in some 
way be a producer of wealth, it would add 
very materially to the resources of this 
country. 

‘A few exceptions might, and should be 
made. The banker, the doctor, teacher and 
druggist, perhaps others, should be except- 
ed. <As a general rule, make every parasite 
(of which I am one) a producer one day in 
each week. A great many of this class 
were reared in the country and know how to 
have a home garden. 

The neither-rich-nor-poor office man that 
formérly secured the floating street laborer 
to plant and work the flower and vegetable 
gardens, will find this spring that this class 
of men are otherwise employed. If they 
have a garden this year it will be the fruit 
of their own labor. 

Too, this crowd need more fresh air and 
sunshine, as a matter of health conservation. 
If the program I have indicated were system- 
atically carried out from now until Septem- 
ber 1 we would find that we had our re- 
serve of health and “tan” and that we did 
not go to the coast to get it.

NEW EXCESS PROFITS TAX 
EXPLAINED BY JOEL HUNTER 


The recent address of Joel Hunter, presi- , that the larger the 


dent of the state board of public accountants, 


| upon the subject of the excess profits tax, 
' before the Rotary club of Atlanta, has since 


been the subject of much favorable comment. 


' Mr. Hunter has made a special study of in- 
|come tax returns, and his discourse, 


which 
follows, is very informative 

Mr. Hunter said: 

“So much has been said and written about 
the income tax that we are all gen- 
erally familiar with the principles of it. The 
act of October, 1917, reduced the exemptions 


from $4,000 to $2,000 and added an additiona! 
2 per cent normal tax. Also the surtax in 
the 1916 act does not begin until $20,000 is 
reached, while in the 1917 act it begins with 
anything over $5,000. While the income tax 
may present difficult questions for the man 
of large means and varied sources of income, 
for the average man the computation will be 
found simple. Therefore, I will discuss the 
excess profits tax, many features of which 
are entirely new to this country and which, 
by reason of its far-reaching effect upon our 
pocketbook, possesses a gripping interest for 
the business manager. 

“The act states that the tax is based upon 
the invested capital at January 1, 1917, aver- 
aged monthly over the twelve months period 


.ended December 31, 1917.

A stat- 
utory exemption of $3,000 is allowed to cor- 
porations and $6,000 to individuals. Another 
exemption is 7, 8 or 9 per cent on the invest- 
ed capital. The government allows you to 
make this if it can be shown that the aver- 
age of your pre-war profits equalled that. 
By pre-war profits is meant the years of 
1911. 12 and 13 averaged. The maximum al- 
lowance is 9 per cent. Thus, if your invested 
capital was $100,000, your exemptions would 
be $12,000. The assessment is arranged on a 
double sliding scale. It starts out with a 
tax of 20 per cent on 15 per cent of capital 
(lesa exemptions), 25 per cent on 5 per cent 
of capital, 35 per cent on 5 per cent, 45 per 
cent on 8 per cent, and 60 per cent on all 


above 33 per cent. It will surprise you to 
see how rapidly this tax mounts upward. 
Incidentally the excess profits tax is deduct- 
ible before corporation income tax is as- 
sessed. I hand you a sheet showing how the 
excess profits tax will be computed. For 
partnerships and individuals the statutory 
exemption is $6,000, or twice that of corpora- 
tions. Calculated in the same manner, the 
excess profits of a partnership would be 
$1,800, while it is $2,940 for a corporation. 


Interesting Questions. 

‘“Bome of the vitally interesting questions 
to business managers which this tax makes 
more urgent than ever before are—what is 
the invested capital, and, are the profits 
correctly stated? When boards of directors 
and general managers accept as correct, 
financial statements prepared for them, he 
might be considered presumptuous who 
would question such a statement. And yet, 
if a corporation has to pay a tax and a 
heavy tax, too, on the basis of a financial 
statement, such a_ statement should be 
scanned with unusual scrutiny. I think it 
will be interesting and perhaps of real ben- 
efit if you will permit me to bring out some 
of these points. 

“First, take capital investment. The act 
defines this as: Actual cash paid in, actual 


leash value tangible property used in the 


business, surplus and undivided profits, pat- 
ents, franchises, etc. at cash value, and cash 
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invested capital, the 
greater is the exemption. Thus, if in the 
illustration, the corporation had $590.000 in- 
stead of $30,000, their exemption would have 
been $1,800 more and their tax correspond- 
ingly less. Therefore, it is very important 
to retain on the books of a business every 
account of a tangible asset value—not in- 
flated, of course, but everything the com- 
pany has disbursed out of its earnings to ac- 
quire an asset value. Nothing imaginary, 
either, because that might operate to your 
paying a greater tax. All receivables should 
be written off to a point where you know 
absolutely that the amounts shown will be 
collected. The writing off should consist in 
actually balancing the receivable account 
and charging it to profit and loss account, 
and that before the end of your business 
year.

“The excess profits tax will have to be 
paid by individuals, firms and corporations 
making a net income of more than the stat- 
utory exemption. The title, ‘Invested Capi- 
tal,’ does not include stocks and bonds (oth- 
er than obligations of the United States), or 
other assets the income from which is not 
subject to the tax, nor money or other prop- 
erty borrowed. 

“In the case of a trade or business hav- 
ing no invested capital, or a merely nominal 
capital, an excess profits tax of 8 per cent 
on the net income will be levied instead of 
the progressive percentage tax, an illustra- 


tion of which I have given you. 
Many Ambiguities. 

“As I have stated, the act is full of com- 
plexities and ambiguities and is one which 
will require a number of rulings from the 
treasury department. 

“When one is in doubt as to what is in- 
vested capital, a simple way of looking at it 
is to find the total assets of a business, from 
which deduct the total Habfilities, and the 
remainder is, or should be, the invested cap- 
ital. : ats 
_ “Of course this megr 
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Pies and doughnuts may be reinstated on 
the menus of public eating places on wheat- 
less days. That is good news for Atlanta. 
This may be done, however, only if they are 
made every day of the week from doughs 
which contain at least 33 1-3 per cent of non- 
wheat flour.

Tuscania Victims Protected 


Under War Risk Insurance Act 


-Automatic Insurance Pro- 
vision in Force on Day of 
Disaster Provides Com- 
nensation of Dependents 
of Those on Death List. 


By James A. Hollomon. 

Washington, February 11.—(Special ) 
The dependents of the brave young men 
who went down on the Tuscania will 
be compensated by the government un- 
der the automatic insurance provision, 
which was in force on the day the trans- 
port met its fate on the Irish coast. 

Had the tragedy occurred a week 
later, however, those men who had not 
applied for insurance would not have 
been thus protected. The automatic in- 
surance ceases on the 12th of Febru- 
ary. 


Men Automatically Insured. 


This automatic insurance, 
which the men who lost their lives were 
protected, aggregates about $4,300 
netting $25 a month for 240 months. 
Insurance that had been applied for is 
payable to a much larger class of ben- 
eficiaries and can go as high as $10,- 
000, metting $57.50 a month for 240 
months. 

How many of the men on the trans- 
port applied for government insurance 
is not yet known. 

The compensation in case of death, 
gfiven by the government without 
charge and regardless of rank or pay, 
ranges from $20 to $75 a month, based 
on the number of dependents. Payments 
under the compensatian feature of the 
military and naval insurance act in 
case of death are payable to a widow, 
ehildren or dependent widowed mother. 

Twe Classes of Payment. 

Thus, two classes of payments, insur- 
ance and compensation, will be made to 
the widows, widowed mothers, or chil- 
dren of any who may have been lost on 
the Tuscania ~ 

After February 12, persons killed in 
military or naval service will be pro- 
tected by government insurance only if 
they had applied for the same and paid 
the necessary premiums. The compen- 
sation feature of the act is separate 
and distinct from the insurance, how- 
ever. 

Payments under the automatic insur- 
ance are payable to a wife during her 
widowhood or to the child or widowed 
mother while they survive him. 


Seale of Payments. 


Payments under the compensation 
feature of the act to a widow or wid- 
owed mother continue until death or 
remarriage. Compensation to a ,child 
ceases at the age of 18, or at marriage, 
unless the child is incompetent. 

The scale of monthly compensation in 
case of death follows: 

(a) For a widow alone, $25 

(b) For a widow and one child, $35: 

(c) For a widow and two children, 
$47.50, with $5 for each additional child 
up to two. 

(d) If there be no widow, then for one 
child, $20. 

(e) For two children, $30. 

- (ff) For three children. $40, with $5 
" $6r each additional child up to two. 


(g) For a widowed mother, $20. The 
amount-payable under this subdivision 


shall not be greater than a sum which,
